1/11/08  Matters  arising  from  the  Notes 

Referred  to  agenda  items. 


2/11/08  Treasurer's  Report 

A  statement  of  accounts  for  the  period  21/2/2008  -  26/1 1/08  was  tabled.  On  4/1 1/2008  the  balance 
was  £4580.06.  This  included  the  CWAAS  grant  for  Phase  2  of  the  Brackenber  Project  and  CCC  grant 
of  £400  forPhasel  post  excavation  work.  This  sum  has  yet  to  be  debited.
